Born In 1870 

King Chriation X, of the 
house ‘of Schleawig-Holstein- 
Soenderborg-Gluekaborg, * was 
born on September 26, 1870.

King of Denmark and Iceland, 
of the Wends and the Goths. 

He married Alexandrine, 
Duchess af Mecklenburg, on 
April 26, 1898. After two years 
of peaceful relyn the Firat 
World War broke out. Denmark 
remuined outside the confllct, 
but as a neighbour of Ger- 
many could not avoid belng af- 
fected, Becnuse of the firm at- 
titude of the King, Denmark 
succeeded in preserving — her 
neutrality. 

During the — war, Denmark 
and her King lost, in addition 
to teeland, the Weat Indian 
islands of St Croix, St Thomas 
und St Jan, which, according to 
the ayrecment of August 4, 
1916, were ceded to the United 
States for $26,000,000. That 
left Greenland — as ‘Denmark's 
only colony, 

“Easter Crisis” 

Life in| Denmark | in the 
period between the wars was 
normal except for the great 
“Banter erlata’ .of 1920, when 
‘fing Chrtatinn for the firat and 
only time forgot his parliamen.
